INDIAN AFFAIRS, 

Tbe policy lo be pursued hy the'sS c6lonIes 
towards the native tribes is one that rrom 
this ont will require the moat serious atlen- 

tion on the part of tlic Government and the 
LpgislalurL-; for a fixed line of policy we inusl 
have if wc ever u.\i)ect to allairi any salisfncs 
lory results from our doalii;j,'H with them. 
The slipshod niunuer in which Indian mailers 
ImTe.'Up jo ,th|8 been managed must give way 
to system. The infliis of the frhlte race 
must henceforward be continually increasing. 
Banger of frequent collision between the new 
comers aiiJ ilic natives must exist if timely 
measures bo not taken to pi-event it. Even 
whore the strength of. the whites may happen 
to be so great aa to obviate that difficolty, 
there will at all events be the likelihood ot 
each rape corrupting the other, should indis- 
criminate intercourse bo allowed to take 
place. Apart from thi-i, commoc justice, not 
to speak of the dictates of humanity, demauil 
that some elTuit should he made hy us, the 
iiilrudiuK race, to raise those wlioui we are 
displacing from their present degraded state 
to eomeihlDg better. We boast of our civiliza- 
tion, its benefits and Its advantages. Tba 
Caucasian race sends its misstuDarics to 
civilize and cliriotianizs the four quarters of 
the globe. We are of that race, we"" believe 
in its supcrini'ity, wo are .supporters in theory, 
ttt least of its mission. Why are wo not no 
in practice, why do we not operate upon 
what is at our own door. Wc are, we may 
say, alone among the North American colon- 
ies in our neglect of the native race ; we take 
lew or no steps to civilize them, AVe regard 
them as little better than children ; yet the 
GoverninenI, the parens palrirr, takes no 
measure to mana;:o the allairs of the tlinu- 
sands of individuals in that helpless slate. 
The Eastern prov'nces, or at least, such of 
them ais require it hjve their Indian depart- 
ments,- and' so has the American Oovernment. 
Tlie Slate manages the property of the natives, 
buys their lunds, settles them on reserv'ntionr> 
apart from the corrupting influence of de- 
graded wliitcs, mill by every means encourages 
ll.eir civili/.atioii. Wo will not fay that in 
every inslaneo success has been obtained ; 
bub no one can deny that an attempt has been 
made to do them jnstice. In Canada, in 
many parts, remains ol the old tribes may be 
Been who.MC I'oreluthers were ranked among the 
lii'ieest and most valliuu'. ol the race of the 
rod man. .Many of i1il> de.-'CLMulaiila of \ht: 
men ivlio carried fue and destruction among 
the frontier settlements in the early days of 
the American plantations and colonies are 
now settled down on reservations in the 
midst of the white race, industriously cultiva- 
ting farms, owning horses, waggons, &o., and 
in many respects setting a good esompio to 
some of their white neigh hours. 

Much of this has been brouglit about by 
the judicious regulations of the Indian De- 
partment carried out by the - Superintendent 
of Indians affairs. To come nearer home, 
wo have been glad to observe in a recent 
number of the Washington Standard that the 
Indian service of Washington Territory is 
'beginning to ellect soma very good results 
among the native tribes. From that Journal 
it nppcurs that the Indians upon the Fayallup 
and iSisqually reservations are entering 
pretty extensively into, farming operations. 
It seems that from some two hundred and 
thirty-seven acres nnder cultivation on those 
two reservations there have been raised 1,300 
bushels of wheat 1300, ditto of oals, 11,500 
ditto of potatoes, 1,300 ditto of turnips, be- 
sides liny, pens, horses, cattle, and swine, etc. 
Now this IS very creditable to tiioso who 
have the immediate superintendence of the 
Indians and to tho Government ; iind shows 
that with proper system and regulation the 
natives may be rendered something else than 
the mere outcasts which they are among us. 
What has been done in Canada and Wash- 
ington Territory might be done in these 
colonies if oidy proper exertions wore in.ido 
for tho ))urpose. The quantity of potatoes 
raised by tho industrious Cowichan tribe 
every year show that it only requires that 
proper direction be given lo their labors by a 
judicioos system of reservation and superin- 
tendence to make considerable progress in 
their civilization and improvement. To do 
this, however, those colonies should have an 
Indian doparlment either separate or con- 
■ ncctcd for instanco with tho Crown land 
department. Wo would then have the uia' 
ohinery to carry this most nccdfnl reform. 
So long as wo make the Gevernor factotum 
in such inatters, we need not expect to nc- 
eomplisb anything. It is impoasiblo that 
under these circumstances any system can be 
followed or auy clliciency attained. Division 
of labor \s the only way properly to carry on 
government whether it concerns Indians or 
fvhile men. 

The Oanadlan Legislature ipado provisions 
some few years ago for the enfran- 
chisement of such Indians as should bo- 
como in n measure civilizeil to the white 
nian'.s .standard. The Jndiun SuperinlendenI 
lias jiowcr lu rwainiiie llicin and report upon 
those he finds able to speak, read and wrile, 
cither tho English or French readily and 
well, and sufTiuicntly advanced in the ele- 
mentary branches of education, and who in 
addition are of good moral cbarncter. Notice 
is then given in tho Gazette lhat such a? 
are found to be up to the mark have received 
the privileges of freemen. They arc llieu 
entitled to a lot of land from tho reservation, 
wliich they hold for lifo and may bequeath lo 
»ny of their children. It is probable that 
Buine Huch system might be found to work to 
advantage in this country, if means were at 
once taken to provide for the improvcineni 
and elevation ol our native populaliim.
